DR RAINSFORD OUT FOR CLEVELAND. 


He Denounces the Workings of the 
Protective Tariff, 


AND SAYS IT SHOULD BE REFORMED. 


The Divine Announces That He Will 
Make Speeches Until the Day of 
Dlection of Honest Grover. 


New York, October 17.—Rev. George 
Rainsford, D. D., of St. George’s Episco- 
pal church, has sprung a surprise on his 
parishoners by declaring that he will take 
the stump in support of the democratic 
national ticket. Among some denomina- 
tions, engaging actively in politics on 
the part of some of their ministers has 


been of frequent oecurrence, but with the 


Episcopalians—never! It is against all 
traditions and precedents of the church; 
and, while there are isolated cases in local 
politics where questions of the morals of 
the community have been involved, Epis- 
copalian clergymen have taken part, Dr. 
Rainsford is said to be the first clergyman 
of that denomination who has taken the 
stump in a national election in the history 
of the church in this country. 

Dispatches from Ridgefield, Conn., stat- 
ing that Dr. Rainsford had addressed a 
large democratic meeting at that point on 
Saturday night, created a surprise among 
the Episcopal members of that city and 
caused great rejoicing among democratic 
politicians. The dispatches quote Dr. 
Rainsford, in giving his reasons for sup- 
porting the democratic ticket, as follows: 

“A tariff to foster special industries is 
wrong and it meeds the large fortunes 
which furnish the funds that can be used 
in bribery to continue its éxistence. There 
are thousands of honest republicans, but 
there are thousands of immigrants igno- 
ant of suffrage and also many venal 
Americans and large campaign funds fur- 
nishing temptation to bribe, which is im- 
moral and I, as a clergyman, must pro- 
test against any system that can build up 
a corruption fund.

‘THE STORY OF THE FAMOUS CITY, 


Which Is the Story of the Life of 
the Old North State. 


THE EVENT WILL BE DULY CELEBRATED 


The Programme for the Celebration—A 
Monster Parade with Appropriate 
Bxrercises—Notable Foaturas. 


Raleigh, N. C., October 17.—(Special.)— 
Raleigh tomorrow celebrates its hundredth 
birthday. The city was laid off during 
the spring and summer of 1792. During the 
previous years from 1720 the seat of gov- 
ernment had been at more than_thirty dif- 
ferent ‘points. In. 1788 a convention or- 
dered that the capitol should be located at 
a point “within ten miles of the planta- 
tion on which Isaac Hunter now resides, 
in the county of Wake.” 

This decision was not made without a 
contest, for there was a tie on the question 
of whether.the capitol should be here or at 
the town of Haywood, in Chatham county, 
which the speaker broke by voting for Ra- 
leigh. In 1791 the legislature ratified the 
ordinance of the convention. There were 
purchased April §th, 1792, four hundred 
acres of land, and the plan of the city was 
laid out, embracing five public squares and 
two hundred and seventy-six lots. By the 
sale of the lets the sum of $50,000 was 
raised and with this the capitol was erect- 
ed. .1t was first occupied in 1794. It was a 
large and uncouth structure and thirty 
years later was greatly improved.

In 1822 there were but four brick build- 
ings inside the corporation, the governor’s 
“palace,” built in 1814, heing outside the 
boundary. The place had only 976 inhab- 
itants in 1810. 

The social features of life here early be- 
came prominent, and of course have al- 
ways been closely connected with official 
life.

Something of Interest About the Georgia 
Southern and Florida. 


WHO WILL GET THE ROAD? 


The Louisville and Nashville and the Sea- 
board Air Line Figure in the Talk— 
Other News from Macon. 


Macon, Ga., October 17.—(Special.)— 
Something of importance, in conn: on 
with the Georgia Southern and Florida 
railroad is in the air, but just what it is 
the powers that be declined to say. 

The announcement that the bondholders 
had applied for a foreclosure and sale of 
the road,, very naturally set everyone to 
talking. In fact the whole history of the 
road, its connections, its possibilities and 
the tale of woe that is woven around it has 
been told and retold again today in busi- 
ness circles. 

They tell of how the Macon Construc- 
tion Company and the Georgia Southern 
was the pride of the citizens of Macon. 
How in 1891 the great news came that 
the bonds had been guaranteed and the 
road leased. How Macon Construction 
stock at $10,000 par value, sold at $30,000 
and $35,000 per share, and then how on that 
fateful day the crash came and MeTighe 
& Co. contractors, asked for and got a 
receiver for the Macon Construction Com- 
pany with its lines, the Georgia Southern 
and Florida, the Macon and Atlantic, and 
the Macon and Birmingham. 

Finally after bravely battling against 
the inevitable, the Georgia Southern and 
Florida defaulted on its bonds in July last, 
and remained in default until after the ex 
piration of ninety days. 

And now the road is to be sold. Very 
naturally, speculation as to who the pur- 
chasers will be and the future of the grand 
southern system, comprising the Georgia 
Southern, the Macon and Birmingham, and 
the Macoi and Atlantic railroads, all cen- 
tering in Macon and giving an outlet or 
an inlet to and from the west with its 
boundless resources, the Atlantic ocean and 
that great* southern seaport, Savannak, 
and Florida, a state whose wealth is but 
half known and which is destined to be 
the key of the South American trade. 

A glance at the map is enough. Birming- 
ham to Macon, Macon to Savannah or to 
some new port on the Atlantic coast of 
Georgia, where ocean going steamers of the 
heaviest tonnage may run to wharves sup- 
plied by this great system of roads in con- 
nection with other lines whose aim is to 
reach the coast and a port. 

Then from Macon to Florida through the 
orange lands of ‘the world, the undevel- 
oped phosphate mines, down to the sponge 
fisheries and the port that is destined yet 
to teem with export and import business 
between America and the vast regions of 
the southern seas—Tampa. 

Who is it that has an eye to the control 
of this system. It is known that on Satur- 
day last a large party of bondholders and 
wealthy men, traveling incog. took a trip 
over the Georgia Southern and Florida, 
from Macon to Palatka and so on down to 
Tampa, but they were very 
quiet abont their trip and it seemed as 
every man had sworn to secrecy, and that 
they could :smell a newspaper man long 
yefore he bore in sight. 

*The Louisville and Nashville is prominently 
spoken of in connection with this purchase, 
while others are ready to assert very posi- 
tively that the Seaboard Air-Line and Mr. 
Robinson are again in the field. 

Some days ago a very prominent persou 
connected with the bondholders’ side of the 
matter told your correspondent that the 
Gecrgia South¥en and Florida bonds, which 
are now soetes at about sixty-tive, would 
within a few months be relling at ninety- 
five. The Gecrgia Southern, which is 290 
miles long, is nded at 
and about three thousand four hundred bonds 
of $1,000 each in all have been sold. A 
meeting of the bondholders will be held in 
Baltimore on the 26th instant, after which 
time it is very probable that something of 
interest may be announced. 

Just in this connection it is interesting to 
note that the firm of George Ober & Sons, 
of Baltimore, this wm)prning filed in the 
superfor court a suit against W. B. Sparks 
and the Macon Construction Company. The 
note was made in the year 1890 and was 
signed by the Construction Company and 
endorsed by W. B. Sparks. It was secured 
by 100 Macon and Birmingham

Taxation Without Representation. 

The cry of our forefathers was: “Tax- 
ation without representation is tyranny,” 
and it was this grievance that caused the 
revolution. 

It is strange that, after founding our 
sovereign states and our republic upon 
the ideas growing out of this tremendous 
struggle for reform, we have not profited 
by the teachings of experience, and aimed 
steadfastly at a just basis of taxation and 
representation. 

That we have deviated from the right 
path is plainly pointed out in a special 
article in Sunday’s Constitution calling 
attention to the inequalities existing under 
our present system of representation in 
the lower house of the ilegisia- 
ture. It is all right to give 
@® county of 3,000 inhabitants one 
representative, because each county 
should have at least one; but when we 
come to the larger counties and increase 
their representation ostensibly upon the 
basis of population, we should go about 
it in the right way. Clearly, it is not 
just that Fulton county with one-twen- 
treth of the population of the state, and 
paying one-eighth of its taxes, should 
have only one-fifty-eighth of representa- 
tion. Other large counties like Chatham, 
Richmond, Bibb, Muscogee, Floyd, Burke, 
etc., suffer in a similar way though not 
to the same extent. 

Is it right for Fulton with three times 
the population of Floyd to have the same 
number of representatives, or for it to 
have only three times as many representa- 
tives as a county—Echols, for instance— 
which has but one-thirtieth as many 
people? 

Every ten years or so we should follow 
the example of the federal government, 
and apportion our representatives in pro- 
portion to population. This would not 
necessarily increase the membership of 
the house very largely. It would be pos- 
sible to agree upon a basis of representa- 
tion that would be far more equal than it 
is at present, and yet it would give us 
very few additional members. 

Unless we straighten out this inequality 
with a constitutional amendment we shall 
soon see an overwhelming majority of 
our population represented by about thir- 
ty membefs of the house, while the mi- 
nority of the people will have about 150 
lawmakers to look after their interests. 

If taxation without representation was 
tyranny in 1776, what is it in the year of 
grace, 1892? The principle is just the 
same. If the 30,000 people of Floyd coun- 
ty are properly represented by three mem- 
bers of the house, then it goes without 
saying that 60,000 of Fulton’s 90,000 peo- 
ple are unrepresented, and. yet they are 
taxed just the same. 

It is to be hoped that our legislators 
will discuss this matter and suggest a 
remedy for the evil. 


Southern Sympathy, 

The telegram of sympathy which Gov- 
ernor Northen, representing the Young 
Men’s Christian Association, has sent to 
President Harrison represents the feel- 
ings of our people generally. The mind 
separates the president, who is willing 
and anxious to place the south under the 
operations of the force bill, from the 
husband who is distracted by the shadow 
of the severest affliction that could visit 
his household. In contemplating his grief, 
we forget for the moment the political 
purpose to which Mr. Harrison has devot-: 
ed himself, and see only the devoted hus- 
band at the bedside of his dying wife. 

We are @ sympathetic people at the 
south, and even in a practical age we 
manage to keep our emotions alive. There 
was widespread sympathy when Presi- 
dent Garfield was assassinated, and the 
resolution of sympathy with Mr. Blaine 
on the death of his son, which the demo- 
cratic national convention adopted, had 
southern emotion behind it. 

These things are out of the line of 
politics. They touch human nature at a 
different point, and are creditable in 
every sense of the word. 


Americans in China. 

Since the passage of our Chinese exclu- 
sion bill Americans have very naturally 
lost all their former popularity in China, 
and it is to be feared that they will find 
their lot among the celestials anything 
but pleasant. . 

The recent outrage upon Mr. Polhill 
Turner and his wife, two American mis- 
sionaries, shows the temper of the Chi- 
mese. The Turners were quietly attend- 
ing to their duties when the report was 
started that they were necromancers, The 
ignorant populace flew into a rage and 
mobbed the two Americans, beating them 
and half stripping them of their garments. 
In this condition the missionaries were 
marched through the streets, and finally 
received by the military who turned them 
over te a native court. They were sen- 
tenced to be publicly whipped, but fortu- 
nately a servant at the mission volun- 
teered to take their place, and received 
the punishment.

speaker escorted by Dr. J. B. Robbins en- 
tered from the pastor’s study and took 
their position on the platform. 

Yan Phon Lee, the name of the Chinese 
clergyman, was clad in the oriental habit 
of a chinese scholar. It consisted of a long 
skirt that ran down to his feet, and a very 
peculiar cap from the top of which emerged 
a long artificial cue. His own appendage 
had been clipped several years before, as 
he no longer had any use for it after em- 
bracing the Curistian religion. 

A pair of spectacles were adjusted to 
his eyes while he held in his hand a medium 
size fan. 

He merely assumed the garb of his coun- 
try for the purpose of illustrating more 
forcibly the subjects of his lecture which 
was the “Manner and Custom of the Chi- 
nese Empire. 

He was introduced by the pastor, Dr. J. 
B. Robbins, who happily referred to the 
fact that he had the pleasure of introducing 
to the audience, a genuine fellow country- 
man of confucius. 

‘The lecture was admirable in every re- 
spect. it was characterized by a clear and 
precise intonation, and was _ prilliant 
throughout with captivating English, while 
it frequently sparkled with witty remarks. 

“China” said the speaker “is a vast em- 
pire, but I venture to say that no country 
in the world is more imperfectly known 
or has been more unjustly misrepresented 
than the Chinese Empire.” 

“A reason that fully explains the popu- 
lar ignorance which prevails throughout 
the world in regard to that country is its 
geographical usolation—cut off by the seas 
aud savage nations from the rest of the 
civilized world. 

“lor a long time the people of China 
considered their country the center as well 
as the garden spot of the worid. Hence 
they have called China the ‘middle or 
fiowery kingdom.’ ‘They scarcely knew of 
the existence of any other nations except 
the few that bordered along the kingdom, 
and when the English came over they- were 
puzzled to know where they came from or 
what spot of land to assign them on their 
Chinese maps. 

Touching upon the opium habit which was 
a prevalen evil among his countrymen he 
said: 

“I always get over-heated when I talk 
upon this subject, for I know that my 
countrymen are not to blame for it. When 
England subdued te @1indoos, instead of 
using the soil for the production of useful 
products such as the fertility of that land 
afforded she converted it into a vast garden 
for the cultivation of poppies., Opium in 
large quantities was manufactured from the 
plant and a market was forced in China be- 
cause that empire was near at hand and of- 
fered a splendid field for a magnificent 
trade. It has almost ruined our people, and 
every effort has been made by the Chinese 
government to put a stop to it. Laws have 
been enacted and the use of it in any form 
has been strictly forbidden. I was told by 
an Knglishman that I was doing wrong to 
express my views so ardently in regard to 
the importation of opium, for England was 
yearly sending missionaries into China. But 
what avails a few missionaries who come 
over every year against the stream of poi- 
son that is daily and hourly flowing into 
that country. It has largely accounted for 
the prejudice that our people feel towards 
the Christian religion—they associate it 
with the merchandise that is brought from 
Bpgiand and America, opium and whisky, 

‘Phe people of China do not salyte each 
other like ericans do. They clasp their 
own hands instead of their friends, and 
when they wish to pay a mark of respect 
or deference to their superiors they bow 
themselves down into the dust, 

‘The Chinese men wear skirts like the 
one you see me wearing this evening. The 
Chinese women war trousers. It does not 
signify, however, that a Chinese woman is 
the better man. (Laughter.) 

“T have been asked,” said the lecturer, 
“to explain the que that is worn by the 
Chinaman. It has no special religious 
signification, but is very essential in a po- 
litical way. It is a sign of loyalty to the 
Chinese government, and a man who refuses 
to wear one is considered a rebel and is 


therefore killed, Hence it is that the peo- 


ple of China find it a matter of very great 
convenience to wear their ques. I intend 
to go back to China in a very short while 
for the p of prociaiming the gospel 
to my countrymen. Jf I go back withont 
my que in a Chinaman’s garb my fate is 
certain, and even if I go back in American 
clothes I will meet with a shower of eggs 
in the last stages of consumption. (Laughb- 
ter.) I will therefore be compelled to let 
my ane grow out again before I go back.” 

e advanced a very interesting fact in 
regard to Chinese paronymics. He said 
there were only a hundred different sir- 
names in the empire and thirty-five million 
of that number were members of his own 
family—the family of “Lees.” I venture 
to say it is the largest family in the world, 
the “Smith” family to the contrary not- 
withstanding. (Laughter.) 

“My name,” said the Chinaman, who had 
sTrown delightfully entertaining as he ad- 
vanced in his subject, “has no special sig- 
nificance. ‘Yan Phone’ means wealth b 
favor. It was given to me by my grand- 
father who thought I would get a large 
sum of seen # en ~ gear I am sor- 
ry my grandfather has been disappointed. 
‘Lee’ signifies a plum. Names are Caeunily 
applied to infants »t the time their que is 
first sprouted. "13 are frequently named 
after the numerals, one, two, three, four, 
for the sake of convenience, The birth of a 
girl is always a mattcr sorrow to a 
Chinese family. They prefer a boy because 
they expect him to be a support and an 
honor to the family.” 3
